1. MOFA HAS ANNOUNCED THAT FORMER COMMUNICATIONS 
MINISTER AND AMBASSADOR TO VIETNAM SHIN SANG-CHUL 
WILL BE APPOINTED ROK AMBASSADOR TO SPAIN, FORMER 
NATIONAL ASSEMBLYMAN HAN BYONG-KI WILL BECOME ROK 
AMBASSADOR TO CHILE, AND AMBASSADOR TO CHILE KANG 
CHUN-HUI WILL BE REASSIGNED AS AMBASSADOR TO NEW 
ZEALAND. 

2. AMBASSADOR SHIN WAS BORN JULY 9, 1924, GRADUATED 
FROM JAPANESE AIR ACADEMY IN 1945 AND PURSUED A 
MILITARY CAREER IN ROK ARMY AND AIR FORCE, RETIRING 
AS A MAJOR GENERAL IN 1962. LAST MILITARY ASSIGNMENT 

WAS CHIEF KOREAN MEMBER UNC COMPONENT OF MILITARY ARMISTICE 
COMMISSION. SERVED AS ROK AMBASSADOR TO VIETNAM FROM 
1962 TO 1970, THEN AS MINISTER OF COMMUNICATIONS FROM 
1970 TO DECEMBER 1973. SHIN SPEAKS FLUENT ENGLISH, 

HAS WORKED CLOSELY WITH AMERICANS, WHO HAVE FOUND HIM 
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3. HAN PYONG-KI WAS BORN JUNE 4, 1931 AND ENTERED ROK 
ARMY AS OFFICER IN 1953 FOLLOWING STUDY AT CENTRAL 
THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY IN SEOUL AND SERVICE IN KOREAN 
NATIONAL POLICE. IN ARMY HE WORKED FOR PRESIDENT PARK 
CHUNG HEE AND MARRIED PARK'S DAUGHTER BY A FIRST MARRIAGE 
IN 1958. AFTER PARK BECAME PRESIDENT. HAN LEFT THE 
MILITARY, SERVING AS POLITICAL OFFICER AT ROK EMBASSY 

IN WASHINGTON IN 1961 AND AS ROK CONSUL IN NEW YORK IN 
1962. HE RECEIVED MASTERS DEGREE FROM FARLEIGH DICKINSON 
IN 1966. RETURNED TO ROK TO ENTER POLITICS AND BUSINESS. 

HE WAS ELECTED TO 8TH NATIONAL ASSEMBLY IN 1971 AND 
SERVED UNTIL ASSEMBLY WAS DISSOLVED IN 1972. HAN IS 
PERSONABLE AND SPEAKS ENGLISH WELL. WHILE HERE, HAN 
HAS SOUGHT OUT EMBOFFS AND ENJOYED CLOSE PERSONAL TIES 
WITH SEVERAL. HIS APPOINTMENT OBVIOUSLY DUE TO HIS 
RELATIONSHIP TO PRESIDENT. 

4. AMBASSADOR KANG IS A CAREER DIPLOMAT WHO WAS 
ASSIGNED TO CHILE IN 1970. BORN MAY 6. 1913, KANG 
GRADUATED FROM NIHON UNIVERSITYIN JAPAN IN 1943. 

AFTER THE WAR HE BECAME A TEACHER IN SEOUL,. THEN JOINED 
THE FOREIGN SERVICE, SERVING FIRST AT THE ROK CONSULATE 
IN OSAKA. KANG HAS SERVED IN THAILAND, HONG KONG, 

EGYPT, AND GERMANY AND AS DIRECTOR OF ECONOMIC AFFAIRS 
BUREAU IN MOFA. IN 1968 HE BECAME ROK AMBASSADOR TO 

THE IVORY COAST, WITH CONCURRENT ACCREDITATION TO SEVERAL 
OTHER WEST AFRICAN COUNTRIES. AS AMBASSADOR TO CHILE, 

HE HAS ALSO SERVED CONCURRENTLY AS ROK AMBASSADOR TO 
ECUADOR AND COLUMBIA, BUT SPENT MUCH OF HIS TOUR IN 
SEOUL DUE TO ROKG DISPLEASURE WITH ALLENDE GOVERNMENT'S 
RECOGNITION OF NORTH KOREA. KANG SPEAKS FLUENT ENGLISH 
AND IS AT EASE IN COMPANY OF WESTERNERS.
